IF A READING of the political weather in British 
* Columbia can be taken from the results of the 
three hye&eciiofts on Monday, it is that there has been 
scarcely any chance since the Social Credit govern¬ 
ment was returned to power with a comfortable 
majority in 1966. In two previously Liberal 
constitutm. fat. the liberals won again by somewhat 
increased margins; in the other, the New Democratic 
Party retained the seat. Social Credit's share of the 
overall popular vote in the three byeiectionB was about 
the same as in the 1966 elections. 

Since hy el eetiona are notoriously occasions for 
expresring dbmtbfaction with certain aspects of 
government performance when there ia no ride of 
bringing the g o ver nm e n t d own thereby, it b difficult to 
aee any stffl rebuke to P re m ier Bennett’s administra¬ 
tion in the voting. Except, of course, for the Opposition 
pobticans. 

Thus Opposition Leader Robert Strachan finds in 
the results, combined with the New Democrats' gain 
of a seat in the May byelection in Vancouver South, 
major trouble for Social Credit. Mr. Ray Perrautt. ’he 
former provinc i al Liberal leader, rites them as proof of 
a Liberal resurgence with the Liberals as a dear 
alternative to Social Credit in a future general 
election. 

No doubt they are both humming to themselves 
that wishing will make it so. Looking at the facts, the 
public h not likely to be convinced.

Voice of Doom? 


T IE MYSTERIOUS “Voice of the People's Libera¬ 
tion Army." as it calls itself, has the China-watch¬ 
ers in Hong Kong in a high state of excitement. 

No one knows its origin. All that can be said with 
any certainty b that It does not originate in the 
Nationalist Chins territory of Formosa. 

Apparently the clincher to thb argument b that 
no Nationalist Chinese propagandists have ever shown 
themselves so effective. 

Hie significant thing about “the voice” b that if 
it i nd ee d represents the People’s Liberation Army it 
demonstrates an open cleavage between it—or at bast 
a confidently powerful part of it—and Chairman Mao 
Tse-tungli ineffective government in Peking. 

The fact that muph of its invective b directed 
against Chiang Ching, the vituperative wife of 
Chairman Mao. would seem to confirm the Army 
Origin. For it b a well-known fact that many of the old 
soldiers who fought against Marshal Chbng Kai-shek 
fat the Communist cause bitterly resent Chiang Ching** 
influence and power in the hierarchy. 

It is perfectly reasonable to suppose that a 
rtandestine radio station is operating inside China, 
denouncing Chairman Mao, his heir apparent Defence 
Minister Lin Pa a, and Chiang Ching for “usurping 
Communist power, lying to the masses and cheating 
the People's Liberation Army.” 

For there are many regions where the power of 
Peking does not reach and where revolt b suspected, if 
not confirmed. 

In Kwangtung. for example. In the deep south, 
there b a reported state of civil war; and in Hupei, 
where there have been repeated revolts In the 
Industrial Wuhan complex, it would be possible to 
establish such a station. There are many other 

The only question b whether It fa really the 
People's Liberation Army speaking. If it is. it b a 
highly dramatic development. If it is not. it b a clever 
and possfoty disruptive subterfuge, indicating a 
hardening of resistance to the old clique. 

Whether such a development should be welcomed 
by the West will be a matter of opinion. It is difficult 
to say whether the ultimate aims of an Army 
admhnstratkm would he any less objectionable than 
those of world * revolutionist Mao. Ait unified Army 
act ton would at bast provide a stability of g overnment 
sadly lac k ing, an end of Red Guard rub. and. 
possibly, even a relief from the regimentation of the 
people. 

There b. of course, the poasibiKty of fragmenta¬ 
tion within the Army. And this, for China, could be 
another kind of disaster.

We wished we could have spent severe! days Instead of an 
h.air or two chatting with Nature House-supervisor David 
Stirling of Victoria and hla assistant Norma Morton. The longer 
you stay, the more interesting It becomea and the more things 
you will find to da. 

A doaen pamphlets about the park help you recognise the 
things about you, from birds, plant life, seashore life to star- 

«*ring. 

Stirlings hat fost completed a six-page pamphlet on the 
flora of Miracle Beach Provincial Park and another four-page 
pamphlet on the Bora of Mltlenatch Island Nature Park. 

One hundred and ninty-Mve plant species of 40 families 
have been identified in Miracle Baaeh Park, Stirling explains. 
Of these, 160 can be seen In the Nature Houae herbarium. Flora 
nf the park is a mixture of species of the Gulf Island biotic 
region and coast forest biotic region. Three floristic tones are 
recognisable in the park — the b each tone, transition aone and 
forest aone. 

Bird watchers can have a field day at 356-acre Miracle 
B eac h Park, where ISt species of birds have been noted. 

A pamphlet lists all the species. but better still, a big 
campsite map In the Nature House shows 1ST pairs eg birds and 
In what parts of the camping area they lived in 1961 when a 
survey was made. 

Visitors can look at the map, find their campsite and find 
out what kinds of birds they can expect to see. Bird paintings 
in full color show 99 Binds that nast in the campsite area. You 
can even pick up a telephone at the bird display and listen to 
the singing of a winter wren, a common songbird in the park. 

Nineteen kind* of aheNs are described and pictured in 
another pamphlet and a sand table at the Nature House 
features specimens of all shells and sea treasure thay may he 
found at Miracle Beach at low tide. You can go nut on the 
beach, find your own shells, and then take them to the Nature 
Houae to Identify them. If you have any trouble identifying
